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PREFACE 


THE  bad  reading,  as  a  rule,  of  clergymen  is  too  well 
known — and  even  frequently  acknowledged  by 
themselves — to  be  dilated  upon.  Much  of  this,  how- 
ever, is  due,  primarily,  to  the  fact  that  Elocution  is 
most  frequently  neglected  in  seminaries  of  education, 
and  afterwards  in  the  various  Theological  Colleges; 
next,  to  the  erroneous  manner  in  which  it  is  too  often 
*  taught ; '  next,  to  the  neglect  of  the  Examining 
Chaplains  ia  not  making  it  one  of  the  subjects  of 
examination ;  and  lastly,  to  the  practice  of  Intoning. 

On  these  various  points  I  prefer  that  clergymen 
should  speak  for  themselves. 

'  It  was  scarcely  possible  to  attend  any  church  or 
pubKc  assembly  of  any  kind  without  meeting  with  in- 
stances of  defective  articulation,  inaudibility,  indis- 
tinctness of  utterance,  or  other  faults  in  delivery.  In 
place  of  clear,  fluent  enunciation,  true  expression  and 
feeling,  we  too  often  meet  with  instances  in  which  the 
reading  and  speaking  are  characterised  by  the  absence 
of   almost   every  requisite  that   should  mark  a  good 

delivery These  various  faults  in  delivery  too 

often  mar  the  effect  of  our  Church  services,  the  read- 
ing of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  the  delivery  of 
sermons.' — Archbishop  of  York, 
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*If  the  preacher/  says  the  late  Lady  Margaret 
Professor  of  Divinity  at  Cambridge  (Blunt)  in  Duties 
nf  the  Parish  Priest ,  '  is  aware  of  any  obvious  defect 
in  his  manner  which  may  impede  his  usefulness  as  a 
preacher — such  as  pitch  of  voice,  cadence,  articulation, 
or  the  like — it  is  not  only  well,  but  his  duty,  on  being 
apprised  of  it  by  his  friends,  to  overcome  it  if  he  can. 
St.  Paul,  whose  thorn  in  the  flesh  was  probably  some 
hindrance  of  this  nature,  and  to  which  his  enemies 
alluded  when  they  said  that  his  speech  was  contemp- 
tible, prayed  thrice  to  be  relieved  from  it.' 

'  One  thing  has  been  clearly  demonstrated,'  says 
the  late  Rev.  H.  Christmas,  F.E.S.,  Editor  Church  of 
England  Quarterly  Review ^  '  that  if  manner  be  not  of  as 
much  importance  as  matter,  it  ought  at  all  events  not 
to  be  neglected.  But  is  a  good  manner  in  the  pulpit  a 
thing  to  be  acquired  ?  Can  the  stiff,  dry,  cold  way  of 
one  man  be  transformed  into  stately  dignity ;  the  loose, 
slovenly,  lounging  deportment  of  another  into  graceful 
ease  ?  Are  there  instructors  who  would  be  of  assistance 
in  accomplishing  such  transformation  ?  We  reply  to 
all  these  questions — Yes !  Not,  indeed,  in  all  cases, 
but  in  the  great  majority.  A  poor  soil  may  be 
cultivated;  and  a  poor  mind,  within  certain  limits, 
enriched.  A  person  already  placed  in  the  position 
of  a  clergyman,  and  for  whom  it  is  too  late  to  say 
"  I  am  unfit  for  my  office,"  may  yet  be  rendered  far 
more  fit  than  perhaps  he  himself  suspects.  It  is 
understood  that  he  is  a  conscientious  man ;  that  he 
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studies,  prays,  and  diligently  performs  tliose  routine 
duties,  wliich  some  exalt  as  being  the  loftiest  and  most 
important  which,  devolve  upon  him;  but  he  is  dis- 
couraged by  finding  his  inefficiency  in  the  pulpit  so 
conspicuous  as  it  is.  He  is  candid  enough  and  intel- 
ligent enough  to  see  this,  and  earnest  and  faithful 
enough  to  deplore  it.  Let  not  a  man  so  situated 
despair.  The  case  of  Demosthenes  may  comfort  him, 
and  the  means  used  by  that  greatest  of  orators  may 
have  a  similar  effect  upon  him.'  Let  him  declaim 
before  a  looking-glass,  and  see  for  himself  how  awk- 
ward, unnatural,  and  strained  is  his  delivery ;  let  him 
obtain  the  aid  of  some  intelligent  and  plain-spoken 
friend  to  criticise  him  as  he  proceeds ;  '  and  he  will  soon 
find  that  a  rough,  coarse,  slovenly,  or  a  stiff,  stilted, 
unnatural  manner  and  action,  are  not  incurable  evils. 
It  may  be  objected  that  aU  this  is  troublesome.  Of 
course  it  is ;  and,  if  the  services  of  a  competent  in- 
structor be  secured,  expensive  too  ;  but  the  results  will 
be  weU  worth  paying  for.  The  person  previously  so 
justly  dissatisfied  with  himself  will  begin  to  find  his 
usefulness  increase;  and  if  he  dare  not  hope  that 
he  shall  find  "truths  divine  come  mended  from  his 
tongue,''  at  least  he  will  find  them  come  not  deformed 
or  disguised.' 

An  able  writer  m.  The  English  Churchman  says : — 
*  The  laity  complain,  and  most  justly,  of  the  bad  read- 
ing inflicted  on  them  Sunday  after  Sunday.  But  how 
can  it  be  otherwise  while  the  present  system  lasts? 
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Candidates  for  the  ministry  have  no  proper  instruction, 
either  in  the  Public  Schools  or  in  the  Universities. 
They  enter  on  their  professional  duties  with  provin- 
cialisms and  cockneyisms  uncorrected,  and  read  posi- 
tively worse  than  very  many  of  their  congregations. 
The  varieties  of  professional  incapacity  are  endless : 
the  mutter eVf  who  swallows  all  his  final  syllables ;  the 
drawler,  who  wearies  with  his  tediousness  ;  the  gabbler, 
who  rushes  through  the  service  at  express  speed ;  the 
preacher y  who  mistakes  prayers  for  sermons;  the 
spouter,  who  mouths  the  prayers  with  the  most  painful 
affectation.  All  these  evils  are  the  necessary  conse- 
quences of  the  inadequate  estimate  of  the  end  in  view, 
and  the  means  to  be  employed  for  its  attainment.' 

'  Amid  various  complaints  and  suggested  remedies,' 
says  the  Rev.  Gr.  F.  Goddard,  *  one  of  the  most  obvious 
has  escaped  the  notice  which  it  demands — I  mean  the 
manner  of  reading  and  saying  prayer.  Passing  by  the 
"monotone,"  or  nasal  sing-song — which  is  adopted,  it 
might  be  supposed,  by  men  labouring  under  an  incapa- 
city to  read,  and  which,  as  being  neither  "saying" 
nor  "  singing,"  complies  with  none  of  the  rubrical  in- 
junctions— we  can  scarcely  enter  a  church,  where 
prayers  are  read  or  said,  without  a  painful  conviction 
that  an  essential  part  of  the  education  of  men  who  are 
to  speak  in  public  is  neglected  in  the  training  of  our 
ministers.  Good  taste,  a  critical  ear,  devotional  feel- 
ing are  constantly  offended  by  false  intonation,  wrong 
emphasis  and  affectation,  greatly  to  the  injury  of  what 
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we  should  wish  to  be  the  prevailing  temper  of  mind  at 
such  a  time — the  desire  to  worship  God  in  spirit  and 
in  truth,  by  the  aid  of  the  Liturgical  formula  of  our 
Church,  which  is  admirably  suited,  when  rightly  used, 

to  express  and  to  sustain  it In  the  absence  of 

such  training  as  the  University  education  might  have 
been  expected  to  enforce ;  in  the  absence,  moreover,  of 
the  supplementary  assistance  which,  under  other  cir- 
cumstances, our  Cathedral  establishments  might  have 
been  able  to  afford,  in  case  of  students  for  the  minis- 
terial ojQ&ce,  one's  thoughts  turn  naturally  to  the  stage. 
But  here,  while  admittiag  that  the  Church  is  indebted 
to  such  instructors  for  the  performance  of  some  "fine" 
readers,  a  protest  must  be  entered  against  the  notion 
that  it  can  be  desirable,  under  any  circumstances,  to 
submit  to  the  lessons  of  an  actor  in  the  actual  reading 
of  the  Liturgy.  The  very  accomplishments,  which  are 
successful  in  the  declamatory  action  of  the  stage,  tend 
to  unfit  him  for  an  instructor  where  other  quahfica- 
tions  are  required,  such  as  the  stage  does  not  need  and 
cannot  supply.  A  tract,  published  on  the  authority 
of  Garrick,  survives  as  a  warning  that,  under  whatever 
superintendence  lessons  in  elocution  generally  may  be 
sought,  the  Liturgy  itself  must  not  be  studied  under 
the  tuition  of  those  whose  chief  aim  is  to  produce  an 
effect  upon  the  audience,  and  whose  perfection  of  art  it 
is  to  simidate  real  emotions.' 

The  late  eloquent  Dr.  McNeile,  Dean   of  Ripon, 
than  whom  no  one  had  a  better  right  to  offer  advice,

says,  in  one  of  his  '  Lectures  on  tlie  Church,  of  Eng- 
land ' : — '  No  one  who  has  given  even  a  passing  atten- 
tion to  the  habits  and  feelings  of  our  people,  can  doubt 
of  the  immense  effect  of  a  ready  and  natural  elocution ; 
yet  how  little  attention  is  paid  to  a  right  training  for 

its  acquirement In  whatever  department  of  his 

labours  you  contemplate  the  minister  of  the  Church,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  advantage  that  might, 
under  Divine  blessing,  be  derived  from  Elocution 
Classes  in  our  Universities,  where,  under  competent 
professors,  our  young  men  might  be  trained  in  recita- 
tion, both  of  selections  from  standard  authors,  and  of 
their  own  compositions  on  set  subjects ;  and  if  candi- 
dates for  Orders  were  thereby  delayed  a  year,  or  even 
two  years,  there  would  be  more  than  compensation  in 
the  increased  competency  for  the  work/ 

This,  of  course,  implies  that  the  members  of  the 
class  are  not  merely  to  attend  Lectures — mostly  made 
up  of  *  padding ' — a  plan  which  will  benefit  them  very 
slightly,  even  if  they  listen,  but  are  to  practise  regularly 
and  steadily  under  the  eye  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
teacher,  who  must  be  proved  competent,  and  not 
assumed  to  be  competent  because  he  has  posed  before 
the  public  as  a  reciter,  often  displaying  utter  inability 
to  appreciate  the  beauties  of  the  pieces  he  recites,  to 
say  nothing  of  indulging  in  pedantic,  affected,  or  in- 
correct pronunciation,  false  intonations,  unintelligent 
phrasing,  &c.,  faults  which  are  to  be  heard  on  too 
many  platforms. 
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*  Until  the  Bishops  recogDise  the  importance  of 
this  branch  of  education/  says  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Halcombe, 
M.A.,  '  and  are  unanimous  in  fixing  some  standard  of 
efficiency  in  this  matter,  or  in  requiring  from  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders  the  certificate  of  some  duly 
recognised  teacher,  we  cannot  believe  that  any  marked 
or  lasting  change  will  be  effected ;  and,  amid  the 
boasted  progress  of  the  nineteenth  century,  our  Church 
must  at  best  stand  still,  from  the  total  inability  of  the 
great  body  of  her  clergy  to  speak  with  propriety  their 
own  mother  tongue.* 

Intoning,  which  may  be  described  as  monotoning 
on  an  unnaturally  high  note  and  with  too  great  an 
expenditure  and  forcing  of  the  breath,  is  often  adopted 
under  the  idea  that  thereby  the  voice  carries  farther. 
But  while  its  value  in  this  respect  is  to  a  great  extent 
over-estimated,  the  actual  and  undoubted  result  is  that 
the  practice  is  not  only  entirely  destructive  of  the 
sense,  and  still  more  of  the  beauty,  of  the  prayers,  but 
is  specially  injurious  to  the  throat,  as  any  one  who 
knows  anything  of  the  construction  of  the  vocal  organs 
will  understand,  and  is  certain  to  lead  to  what  is  known 
as  *  clergyman's  sore  throat.'  I  have  also  been  assured 
that  precentors  in  cathedrals  are  rarely  able  to  retain 
their  office  long  in  consequence  of  the  strain  on  the 
voice  produced  in  this  unnatural  manner. 

The  Kev.  James  Pycroft,  B.A.,  in  his  interesting 
work.  Twenty  Tears  in  the  Churchy  says  : — '  I  am  only 
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relating  a  simple  fact  wlieii  I  say  that  almost  every 
error  in  tlie  use  of  my  poor  lungs,  stomach,  throat, 
palate,  tongue,  teeth  and  nasal  organs  had  their  day 
with  me  ;  and  rarely  do  I  hear  a  clergyman  read  but  I 

recognise   one  or  more  of  the  same  blunders 

Many  a  clergyman,  for  want  of  knowing  the  benefit  he 
would  derive  from  a  course  of  reading  lessons,  inflicts 
a  cruel  drawl  upon  his  congregation,  and  most  un- 
necessary labour  on  himself.  As  to  the  clerical  sore 
throat,  the  barrister  and  the  ordinary  speaker  are 
alike  free  from  it ;  the  Dissenting  preacher  is  also  free 
from  it ;  it  is  for  the  most  part  a  truly  orthodox 
complaint/ 

As  a  writer  in  Fraser's  Magazine  says : — *  The  new 
method,  we  cannot  say  of  reading  the  Liturgy,  but  of 
ruining  it,  is  distinctly  mischievous.  "It  is  an 
absurdity  and  an  iniquity,"  wrote  Bishop  Gibson, 
"  which  we  justly  charge  upon  the  Church  of  Eome, 
that  her  public  service  is  in  a  tongue  unknown  to  the 
people ;  but,  though  our  service  is  in  a  known  tongue, 
it  must  be  owned  that,  as  reading  it  without  being 
heard  makes  it,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  an  un- 
known tongue,  so  is  confused  and  indistinct  reading, 
with  every  degree  thereof,  a  gradual  approach  to  it." 
The  habit  of  intoning  occasions  the  very  obscurity 
which  Gibson  deprecated.     The  prayers  may,  indeed, 

be  said  or  sung,  but  not  read  and  sung When 

the  prayers  and  lessons  are  mumbled  over  in  this  sing- 
song way  (the  derisive  name  in  the  sixteenth  century 
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was  "  Mumble-Matins  '*),  mucli  of  the  devotion  of  the 
firstj  and  even  more  of  the  instruction  of  the  second, 

are  lost Let  reading  the  Liturgy  form  a  branch 

of  the  University  theological  examination,  and  let  the 
certificate  of  the  examiner  be  essential  to  the  interview 
with  the  Bishop.  If  this  plan  is  adopted,  we  may 
hope  to  see  the  absurdity  of  intoning  rapidly  give 
way/ 

*  To  sing,'  says  the  Eev.  Gr.  F.  Goddard,  '  is  one 
thing ;  to  read  is  another ;  an  intermixture,  which  is 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other,  is  intolerable,  and  can- 
not be  justified  on  any  plea  of  reason,  pleasure,  or  con- 
venience. An  admirer  of  the  monotone  once  pleaded 
with  his  Diocesan  that  such  a  manner  was  proper  to 
the  art  of  supplication,  because  beggars  habitually 
assume  a  whine  in  asking  alms.  "True,"  was  the 
reply  ;  "  but  when  they  do  I  assimie  that  they  are  im- 
postors, and  refuse  them."'  The  falsetto,  which  is 
assumed  while  Intoning,  has  been  truly,  though  some- 
what severely,  described  as  *  both  grating  and  effemi- 
nate ;  and  he  must  have  no  mean  powers  of  thought 
and  emotion  who  can  give  his  hearers  the  pleasure  of 
eloquence  with  such  an  instrument  of  expression.' 

I  have  several  times  been  asked  by  clergymen  as  to 
whether  or  not  smoking  is  prejudicial.  This  depends, 
of  course,  very  much  on  the  individual  constitution. 
What  is  possible  for  one  is,  perhaps,  impossible  for 
another  ;  what  is  not  harmful  to  one  may  be  absolutely 
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prejudicial  to  another.  The  only  thing  certain  is  that 
the  occasional  and  moderate  use  of  tobacco  may  not  be 
hurtful,  but  that  its  constant  and  excessive  use  is  cer- 
tain to  be  so,  by  producing  nervousness,  dizziness,  &c. 
Excessive  smoking  has  also,  most  undoubtedly,  the 
result  of  impairing  the  eyesight,  by  causing  amaurosis 
or  partial  paralysis  of  the  optic  nerve.  Smoking 
assists  the  removal  of  phlegm  in  the  throat,  if  there  is 
any  predisposition  that  way,  but  it  also  has  a  tendency 
to  dry  the  mouth  and  throat,  to  harden  the  voice  and 
to  make  it  less  flexible,  while  it  also  has  a  tendency  to 
shorten  the  breath — all  of  which  are  inconsistent  with 
the  production  of  correct  voice.  Some  can  use  a  pipe, 
others  can  smoke  only  cigars,  while  others  again  can 
use  only  cigarettes.  Specially  injurious  is  the  petty 
ostentation  often  shown  by  cigarette  smokers  of 
swallowing  the  smoke  for  the  purpose  of  blowing  it 
out  through  the  nose.  The  greatest  objection  to 
smoking  is  that  it  too  often  leads  to  drinking.  This, 
however,  is  caused  by  too  frequent  expectoration, 
which  dries  up  the  mouth  and  system,  thus  necessitat- 
ing an  artificial  moistening  by  the  imbibing  of  some 
liquid,  generally  of  an  alcoholic  character.  Being  an 
extremely  moderate  smoker  or  drinker  myself,  I  am 
hardly  qualified  to  speak  ex  cathedra^  but  I  have  found 
that,  occasionally  after  dinner,  a  cigarette  or  two  with 
a  cup  of  black  coffee  not  only  leaves  no  bad  effects  of 
any  kind,  but  is  frequently  beneficial,  by  promoting 
digestion. 
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In  reading  the  Lessons  at  the  lectern,  the  clergy- 
man should  not  stand  either  behind  it  or  with  his  side 
to  the  congregation,  but  he  should  stand  facing  the 
congregation,  having  the  lectern  on  his  left  side  at  an 
angle  of  45  degrees.  The  advantage  of  this  is,  that 
the  reader's  voice  is  better  heard  and  his  face  better 
seen,  two  points  which  are  absolutely  essential  in  order 
to  make  the  words  uttered  better  understood  and  more 
impressive.  The  same  plan  should  be  adopted  in  the 
pulpit — if  the  sermon  is  read — where,  indeed,  it  is 
more  essential,  inasmuch  as  under  the  most  favourable 
circumstances  the  preacher  is  already  too  much  boxed 
up,  and  therefore  all  obstructions  which  tend  to  con- 
ceal the  movements  of  his  body  should  be  as  much  as 
possible  lessened.  Again,  if  a  clergjrman  reads  his 
sermon,  he  should  take  care  that  it  is  written  out  on 
paper  of  the  quarto  size,  and  in  a  large,  plain  hand- 
writing, so  that  he  will  not  require  to  stoop  over  so  as 
to  decipher  it,  a  habit  which  has  two  defects — (1)  it 
tends  to  a  deadness  and  monotony  of  delivery;  and 
(2)  it  compels  the  preacher  to  contract  his  chest,  with, 
on  the  one  hand,  a  lessening  of  the  voice,  or,  on  the 
orther  hand,  a  straining  of  the  vocal  organs.  The  para- 
graphs ought  to  be  very  distinct  from  each  other,  and 
the  emphatic  words  underlined.  The  preacher  should 
also  practise  taking  in  a  whole  clause,  or  even  a  whole 
sentence,  so  that  he  may  frequently  look  at  his 
audience  while  speaking.  *  There  is  a  rhetoric  of  the 
eye.' 
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Some  of  the  reviewers  of  my  book  on  Elocution ^ 
Voice  and  Gesture^  while  praising  the  work  itself,  ex- 
pressed doubts  as  to  whether  the  annotated  pieces  at 
the  end  would  not  tend  to  make  the  reading  mechani- 
cal. I  have  heard  from  many  schoolmasters  and 
others  that  this  was  by  no  means  the  case,  while  one 
clergyman  writer  that  they  '  have  been  of  great  use  to 
the  teachers  of  the  higher  standards  in  my  school. 
With  this  help,  the  children  have  been  taught  to 
master  the  difficulties  of  their  poetic  reader  in  a  way 
they  never  attained  to  before/  I  trust  that  the  result 
of  studying  the  following  pages  may  prove  equally 
satisfactory.

But  after  '  Wherefore '  the  tones  should  be  those  of  a  suppliant.

^  Emphasise  'this'  and  not  'day.'  ' This  is  supposed  to  be  a 
prayer  to  be  daily  used,  and  a  petition  to  be  daily  preferred,  com- 
posed for  our  use  by  him  who  bade  us  take  no  thought  for  the 
morrow.'  Bread,  i.e.,  not  luxuries  or  superfluities,  but  that  alone 
in  meat,  and  drink,  and  clothing  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  us. 

^  '  Our  trespasses  (against  thee).^ 

^  'As,^  i.e.,  in  like  manner  as  we  grant  our  forgiveness  to  others. 

8  Don't  pause  after  *  lead  us,'  for  then  we  w^ould  assume  that 
the  sentence  would  continue  thus  :  *  Lead  us  |  not  into  temptation, 
but  lead  us  into  something  eke.'  The  antithetic  words  are  temp- 
tation and  evil. 
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Here  all  standing  up  (or,  rather,  after  all  have  stood  up)  the  Priest 
shall  say  the  Doxology  (which  requires  a  full  sicell  of  voice).

that  they  may  |  both  by  their  life  and  doctrine  |  set 
forth  thy  true  and  lively  Wordy  and  rightly  and  duly 
administer  thy  holy  Sacraments  ||  And  to  all  thy  people 
give  thy  heavenly  grace  |  and  especially  to  this  con- 
gregation here  present  |  that  with  meek  heart  and  due 
reverence,  they  may  hear  and  receive  thy  holy  Word  ; 
truly  serving  thee  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  the 
days  of  their  life  ||  And  we  most  humbly  beseech  thee  | 
of  thy  goodness  |  0  Lord  |  to  comfort  and  succour  all 
them,  who  |  in  this  transitory  -  life  |  are  in  trouble, 
sorrow,  need,  sickness,  or  any  other-adversity  |  And  we 
also  bless  thy  holy  Name  for  all  thy  servants  departed-

Grant  this  |  0  Father  |  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake  |  our 
only  Mediator  and  Advocate.     Amen. 

DEARLY  beloved  |  on day  next  |  I  purpose  | 
through  God's  assistance  |  to  administer  |  to  all- 
such  as  shall  be  religiously  and  devoutly  disposed  |  the 
most  comfortable  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
Christ  I  to  be  by  them  received  in  remembrance  of  his 
meritorious  Cross  and  Passion  |  whereby  alone  we 
obtain  remission  of  our  sins,  and  are  made  partakers  of 
the  Kingdom  of  heaven  l|  Wherefore  it  is  our  duty  to 
render  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  Almighty 
God  I  our  heavenly  Father  |  for  that  he  hath  given  his 
Son  I  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  |  not  only  to  die  for  us, 
but  also  to  be  our  spiritual  food  and  sustenance  in  that 
holy  Sacrament  1 1  Which  being  so  divine  and  comfort- 
able a  thing  to  them  who  receive  it  worthily  |  and  so 
dangerous  to  them  that  will  presume  to  receive  it  un- 
worthily I  my  duty  is  to  exhort  you  |  in  the  mean 
season  |  to  consider  the  dignity  of  that  holy  mystery, 
and  the  great  peril  of  the  unworthy  receiving  thereof  | 
and  so  to  search  and  examine  your  own  consciences 
(and  that  not  lightly,  and  after  the  manner  of  dis- 
semblers with  God ;  but  so)  that  ye  may  come  holy 
and  clean  to  such  a  heavenly  Feast  |  in  the  marriage- 
garment  required  by  God  in  holy  Scripture  |  and  be 
received  as  worthy  partakers  of  that  holy  Table. 

The  way  and  means  thereto  is — First  |  to  examine 
your  lives  and  conversations  by  the  rule  of  God's  com- 
mandments I   and  I   whereinsoever  ye   shall  perceive 
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yourselves  to  have  offended  |  either  by  will,  word,  or 
deed  |  there  to  bewail  your  own  sinfulness,  and  to 
confess  yourselves  to  Almighty  God  |  with  full  pur- 
pose of  amendment  of  life  |  And  if  ye  shall  perceive 
your  offences  to  be  such  as  are  not  only  against  God, 
but  also  against  your  neighbours — then  |  ye  shall 
reconcile  yourselves  unto  them  |  being  ready  to  make 
restitution  and  satisfaction  |  according  to  the  utter- 
most of  your  powers  |  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs  done 
by  you  to  any  other  |  and  being  likewise  ready  to 
forgive  others  that  have  offended  you  |  as  ye  would 
have  forgiveness  of  your  offences  at  God's  hand  ||  for 
otherwise  the  receiving  of  the  holy  Communion  doth 
nothing  else  but  increase  your  damnation  |||  Therefore  | 
if  any  of  you  be  a  blasphemer  of  God,  an  hinderer  or 
slanderer  of  his  Word,  an  adulterer,  or  be  in  malice,  or 
envy,  or  in  any  other  grievous  crime  |  repent  you  of 
your  sins  |  or  else  come  not  to  that  holy  Table  |  lest  | 
after  the  taking  of  that  holy  Sacrament  |  the  devil 
enter  into  you,  as  he  entered  into  Judas,  and  fill  you 
full  of  all  iniquities,  and  bring  you  to  destruction  |  both 
of  body  and  soul. 

And  because  it  is  requisite,  that  no  man  should  come 
to  the  holy  Communion  |  hut  with  a  full  trust  in  God's 
mercy,  and  with  a  quiet  conscience  |  therefore  |  if  there 
be  any  of  you,  who  by  this  means  camiot  quiet  his  own 
conscience  herein,  but  requireth  further  comfort  or 
counsel  |  let  him  come  to  me  |  or  to  some  other  discreet 
and  "learned  Minister  of  God's  Word  |  and  open  his 
grief  II  that  by  the  ministry  of  God's  holy  Word  he 
may  receive  the  benefit  of  absolution  |  together  with 
ghostly  counsel  and  advice  |  to  the  quieting  of  his  con- 
science, and  avoiding  of  all  scruple  and  doubtfulness. 
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DEARLY  beloved  brethren  |  on  I  intend  |  by 
God's  grace  |  to  celebrate  tbe  Lord's  Supper : 
unto  whicli  |  in  God's  behalf  |  I  bid  you-all-that-are- 
bere  -  present ;  and  beseech  you,  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  that  ye  will  not  refuse  to  come  thereto, 
being  so  lovingly  called  and  bidden  by  God  himself. 
Ye  know  how  grievous  and  unkind  a  thing  it  is,  when 
a  man  hath  prepared  a  rich  feast,  decked  his  table  with 
all  kind  of  provision,  so  that  there  lacketh  nothing  but 
the  guests  to  sit  down ;  and  yet  they  who  are  called 
(without  any  cause)  most  unthankfuUy  refuse  to  come. 
Which  of  you  in  such  a  case  would  not  be  moved  ; 
Who  would  not  think  a  great  injury  and  wrong  done 
unto  him  ?  Wherefore,  most  dearly  beloved  in  Christ, 
take  ye  good  heed,  lest  ye,  withdrawing  yourselves 
from  this  holy  Supper,  provoke  God's  indignation 
against  you.  It  is  an  easy  matter  for  a  man  to 
say,  I  will  not  communicate,  because  I  am  otherwise 
hindered  with  worldly  business.  But  such  excuses  are 
not  so  easily  accepted  and  allowed  before  God.  If  any 
man  say,  I  am  a  grievous  sinner,  and  therefore  am 
afraid  to  come  :  wherefore  then  do  ye  not  repent  and 
amend  ?  When  God  calleth  you,  are  ye  not  ashamed 
to  say  ye  will  not  come  ?  When  ye  should  return  to 
God,  will  ye  excuse  yourselves,  and  say  ye  are  not 
ready  ?  Consider  earnestly  with  yourselves  how  little 
such  feigned  excuses  will  avail  before  God.  They 
that  refused  the  feast  in  the  Gospel,  because  they  had 
bought  a  farm,  or  would  try  their  yokes  of  oxen,  or 
because  they  were  married,  were  not  so  excused,  but 
counted  unworthy  of  the  heavenly  feast.  I,  for  my 
part,  shall  be  ready ;  and,  according  to  mine  Office,  I 
bid  you  in  the  Name  of  God,  I  call  you  in  Christ's 
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behalf,  I  exhort  you,  as  ye  love  your  own  salvatioD, 
that  ye  will  be  partakers  of  this  holy  communion. 
And  as  the  Son  of  God  did  vouchsafe  to  yield  up  his 
soul  b}^  death  upon  the  Cross  for  your  salvation ;  so  it 
is  your  duty  to  receive  the  Communion  in  remembrance 
of  the  sacrifice  of  his  death,  as  he  himself  hath  com- 
manded ;  which  if  ye  shall  neglect  to  do,  consider  with 
yourselves  how  great  injury  ye  do  unto  God,  and  how 
sore  punishment  hangeth  over  your  heads  for  the  same ; 
when  ye  wilfully  abstain  from  the  Lord's  Table,  and 
separate  from  your  brethren,  who  come  to  feed  on  the 
banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food.  These  things  if 
ye  earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by  God's  grace  return  to 
a  better  mind :  for  the  obtaining  whereof  we  shall  not 
cease  to  make  our  humble  petitions  unto  Almighty  God 
our  heavenly  Father. 

THE  EXHORTATION. 

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord — ye  |  that  mind  to 
come  to  the  holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ  |  must  consider  how  Saint 
Paul  exhorteth  all  -  persons  diligently  to  try  and 
examine -themselves  |  before  they  presume  to  mt  of 
that  Breads  and  drink  of  that  Cup.  For  as  the  benefit 
is  great  |  if  with  a  true  penitent  heart  and  lively  faith 
we  remt'e- that-holy- Sacrament  (for  then  |  we  spiritually 
eat  the  flesh-of-Christ,  and  drink  his  blood  ;  then  |  we 
dwell  in  Christ,  and  Christ  in  us ;  we  are  one  with 
Christ,  and  Christ  with  us)  |  so  |  is  the  danger  great, 
if  we  receive- the- same  unworthily  ||  For  then  \  we  are 
guilty  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  our  Saviour  || 
we  eat  and  drink  our  own  damnation  \  not  considering 
the  Lord's  Body  ||  we  kindle  God's  wrath- against- us  || 
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we  provoke-him  to  plague-us  with  divers  diseases,  and 
sundry  kinds  of  death  ||  Judge  therefore  yourselves  \ 
brethren  |  that  ye  be  wo^- judged  of  the  Lord  \  repent 
you  truly  for  your  sins  past  |  have  a  lively  and  stedfast 
faith  in  Christ  our  Saviour  |  amend  your  lives,  and  be 
in  perfect  charity  with  fl//-men  |  so  shall  ye  be  meet 
partakers  of  those  holy  mysteries  1 1  And  |  above  ah 
things  I  ye  must  give  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  tc 
God  I  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  |  for 
the  redemption-oi-'ihQ-wov\d.  by  the  death  and  passion 
of  our  Saviour  Christ  |  both  God  and  man  |  who  did 
humble-himself  |  even  to  the  death  upon  the  Cross  |  for 
us,  miserable  sinners,  who  lay  in  darkness  and  the 
shadow  of  death,  that  he  might  make  us  the  children 
of  God,  and  exalt  us  to  everlasting  life  \\  And  to  the  end 
that  we  should  alicay  remember  the  exceeding  great 
love  of  our  Master  and  only  Saviour  |  Jesus  Christ  | 
thus  di/ing-ioT-us,  and  the  innumerable  benefits  which 
by  his  precious  blood-shedding  he  hath  obtained-to-us  | 
He  hath  instituted  and  ordained  holy  mysteries  |  as 
pledges  of  his  love,  and  for  a  continual  remembrance 
of  his  death  |  to  our  great  and  endless  comfort.  To 
him  therefore,  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
let-us  giYe  (as  we  are  most  bounden)  continual  thanks  | 
submitting  ourselves  icholly  to  his  holy  will  and  plea- 
sure I  and  studying  to  serve  him  |  in  true  holiness  and 
righteousness  |  all  the  days  of  our  life.     Amen, 

THE  INVITATION.

MOVEABLE  FEASTS. 

Advent  Sunday  is  the  nearest  Sunday  to  30th  November,  whether 
before  or  after. 

Ascension  Day,  or  Holy  Thursday,  is  the  Thursday  in  Rogation 
Week  (ten  days  before  Whitsunday). 

Ash  Wednesday f  or  first  day  in  Lent,  is  the  day  after  Shrove 
Tuesday. 

Easter  Day  is  the  seventh  Sunday  after  Shrove  Tuesday,  and  is 
always  the  first  Sunday  after  the  first  full  moon  which 
happens  on  or  next  after  21st  March ;  but  if  the  full  moon 
falls  on  a  Sunday,  Easter  is  the  following  Sunday.  The 
earliest  possible  day  on  which  Easter  Sunday  can  fall  is  22nd 
March  ;  the  latest  possible  day  is  25th  April. 

Good  Friday  is  the  Friday  in  Passion  Week,  and  the  Friday  next 
before  Easter  Sunday. 

Lent — From  Ash  "Wednesday  to  Easter  Sunday. 

Low  Sunday  is  the  Sunday  next  after  Easter  Sunday. 

Maundy  Thursday  is  the  day  before  Good  Friday. 

Palm  Sunday  is  the  sixth  Sunday  after  Shrove  Tuesday,  or  the 
Sunday  next  before  Easter. 

Passion  Week  is  the  week  immediately  preceding  Easter. 

Quadragesima  Sunday  is  the  sixth  Sunday  before  Easter,  and  the 
first  in  Lent. 

Quinquayesima  (or  Shrove)  Sunday  is  the  fiftieth  day  before  Easter, 
or  seventh  Sunday  before  Easter. 

Rogation  Sunday  is  the  fifth  Sunday  after  Easter  Sunday. 

Shrove  Sunday  is  the  Sunday  next  before  Shrove  Tuesday,  which 
is  always  the  seventh  Tuesday  before  Easter. 

Septuagesima  Sunday  is  the  seventieth  day  before  Easter  Sunday, 
or  ninth  Sunday  before  Easter,  or  the  third  Sunday  before 
Lent.  *  The  earliest  term  of  Septuagesima  Sunday  is  18th 
January,  when  Easter  is  on  22nd  March  ;  and  the  latest  is 
22nd  February,  when  Easter  is  on  25th  April.' 

Sexagesima  Sunday  is  the  second  Sunday  before  Lent,  or  the  next 
to  Shrove  Sunday,  and  the  sixtieth  day  before  Easter. 

Trinity  Sunday  is  the  next  Sunday  after  Whitsunday,  and  the 
eighth  Sunday  after  Easter  Sunday. 

Whitsund  v  is  the  fiftieth  day,  or  seventh  Sunday,  after  Easter 
Sunday.
